Fakes air-raids in wanetins 
Province as well as naval attempts 
against various points on the coast 
of that province have been muiti- 
plied of late.

The Japanese military is well 
aware, of course, that a wholesale 
invasion of Kwangtung Province is 
not, likely to bring about a final 
military decision of the present war 
in China. Such an invasion would 
not draw military forces away from 
the other fronts against the Ja- 
panese, but would give the large 
Chinese armies concentrated ° in 


Kwangtung at last an occasion to 
fight also, and to divert another 
considerable part of the Japanese 
fighting forces. 


The true goal of the Japanese in 
Kwangtung Province appears to be 
not s0 much to strike another mili- 
“tary blow but to destroy, or if pos- 
sible to occupy, another of the still 
important economic outlets” and 
bases of China. In this respect, 
huge. foreign. ‘interests will be 
directly ‘concerned. 


CANTON AS TRADE CENTRE » 


The bulk of the foreign China 
trade with countries other than 
Japan has been moving via the 
ports of Kwangtung Province fol- 
lowing the Japanese invasion of 
the Lower. Yangtse Valley. The 
Hankow-Canton Railway, in many 
respects, has. assumed the role for- 
merly played by the Yangtse: River 


as the main highway of “China’s| 


foreign trade.

Strategic Situation Analysed _ By - 
Possible Effort 


To Cut

To Szechuen 


Hankow, To-day. 


Although the Chinese Military authorities believe 


that there is no immediate danger of Hankow} 
falling into the hands of the Japanese, they are 
busily engaged in consti ucting defence works 
and massing troops in the Wuhan area. 


The defence plans embrace the entire Hupeh pro- 
vince, especially the part north of the Yangtse. 


The defence operations have been entrusted to Gen- 
eral Chen Chien, Marshal Chiang Kai-shek’s 
most trusted commander. 


It had previously been report- 
ed that General Chen Chien wou!'d 
be sent south’ as Commander- 
in-Chief of the South China 
Forces in the event of a Japan- 
ese invasion there but it has now 
been definitely established that 
he will remain in Hankow. 

He will be assisted in the 
operations by General Chang 
Fat-kwei,, commander of the 
“Ironsides.” 


HONAN DANGER .- 


The Chinese believe that the 
greatest threat towards Han- 
kow, apart from the drive down 
the Peiping-Hankow Railway, 
will be a drive along the motor 
road from Nanyang in South- 
Western Honan ‘in the direction 
of the Shasi River front to the 
~ - West of Hankow which would be 

designed to cut off the Chinese 
retreat towards Szechuen. 

The Chinese do not believe that 
the Japanese will make any serious 
attempt to attack Hankow along 
the Yangtse or overland. Both. of 
which courses they believe would 
be attended by many difficulties 
which the Japanese would find 
more ‘expedient to avoid.

Both Chinese and Japanese aircraft were active

Another Japanese warship was bombed and sunk 


by Chinese planes during the day. 


Seeking revenge for their defeat 
in the. fierce land and air battle 
~ near Tatung on June 9, Japanese 
warships and planes began a heavy 
bombardment of the Chinese posi- 
tions along the bank after dawn 
yesterday. The bombardment which 
wag continued throughout the day 
was severest between 8 a.m. and 9 
a.m. and between 1 p.m. and 4 p.m. 
when hundreds of shells and bombs 
were freely let loose on the bank. 

Twenty-one Japanese planes par- 
ticipated in the bombing in the 
morning. They were joined in by 
11 more in the afternoon. 


DIRECT HIT 


Retaliating, a squadron of Chin- 
ese planes raided the Japanese war- 
ships in the Yangtze River shortly 
after 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
They rained a large number of 
bombs. : 

One of the missiles scored a 
direct hit on the stern of one of 
the enemy vessels, and heavily dam- 
aged it.
